Regulating the Potato Market. 


According to a publishedistalement. Ihe Department of 


Agriculture is disturbed becj&seUhe potato crop is.not being 
moved faster., Last year'S;cf6p' was;th'e largest in-.the history 
of the country, yet notwithstanding that fact prices have re- 
mained higher than ever before with the exception of last year, 
when the crop, was abnormally short, 
it is claimed thai not 


more than one-third of ihe enormous crop of last year, had 
been moved up to December 31, and there.'was no noticeable 
increase in.-the movement through January, If these figures 
are correct they mean that about two-thirds of the mammoth 
crop of 1917 is still in'Die hands of the farmers and large 
idealers.

The department fears that this condition will result in much 


waste later in th'e season,- hut it is doubtful whether the rem- 
edy it proposes will'work, "it says: "It is believed that dealers 
will in the end find it wiser (o move present holdings without 
profit; or even at spine loss, rather than to risk destructive 
wastage later in the season. At the same time present retail 
prices must be somewhat reduced if potato consumption is to 
be stimulated as it should be." 


13ut it is hardly to be expected thai dealers and the farmers 


who are hoarding their crops will view the matter in this light. 
To' voluntarily crowd a product upon the market and thereby 
lower the price is not the modern way of doing things. Just 
the opposite is the practice in most branches of business, and 
farmers'and.dealers.in farm products are apparently learning 
the game.

It is therefore'to be expected that the price of potatoes will 


be kept up until the time comes when they must be sold for 
what they will bring or be allowed to go to waste. When that 
time conies there may be a rush of potatoes to market for a 
time.l accompanied'by lower prices, but in the meantime the 
profits resulting from "regulation" will have1 been reaped and 
most of the men interested will be able to stand such apparent 
losses as may:come. 


That seems to be (he-modern American way. The time was 


when a big farm crop or a large production of manufactured 
Foods meant cheapness, but that time appears to have passed. 
Ways have been found for withholding from the market till 
the price suits, and if some wastage follows, so much the 
worse fo'r consumers who should have benefited from large 
production.

The government tells us there is plenty of coal, but how is 


the country fixed with reference to the fuel question?

who i? not familiar with the control of labor through union- 
ism? Ther eis a lively demand for labor of all kinds just at 
present but there have been many times when there was a 
surplus^ yet the length of-Ihe workday was not shortened a 
minute and wages did not drop a single cent.
